FEAR RUSSIANS?

SECOND ATTACK

by U. S. 14th air force fighter- 
bombers. 

From captured Hwaiyuanchen, 
the Chinese crossed a north-south 
stretch of the Yung river seven 
miles west of the Japanese bas- 
tion of Ishan and were advancing 


toward that strong point, 43 miles 
east of Liouchow. 


Shippers’ Rid Needed To Make 
Chattahoochee Project Success

Co-operation of shippers in the 
Atlanta territory is mandatory if 
the drive to make the Chattahoo- 
chee river navigable northward 
from Columbus to Atlanta is a 
success, E. L. Hart, secretary and 
traffic manager of the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau, believes. 

Hart yesterday issued an appeal 
to shippers to give full informa- 
tion regarding shipping possibili- 
ties as the spearhead of engineers 
representing Frederick R. Harris, 
Inc., New York consultants, ar- 
rived to begin the survey designed 
to bring water rates to Atlanta. 

Three engineers already have 
arrived on the scene and are be- 
‘ginning their work, and the staff 
‘will be raised to a dozen before 
the end of the week. The work 
must be completed in four months 
to be effective, and Hart and his 
associates are anxious to expedite 
the survey in every way possible. | 

Atlanta and Fulton county have 
provided the $30,000 necessary to 


ljinsure the survey with the two

governments sharing the expense‘ 


equally. 

“It is imperative that shippers 
co-operate if we are to be able to 
present an intelligent and telling 
picture of the possibilities of wa- 
ter shipping to Army engineers, 
Hart said. “We have had a sym- 
pathetic preliminary hearing, but 
we are now faced with the cold 
facts—we must show that the addi- 
tional $23,000,000 needed to pro- 
vide locks to make the stretch 
from Columbus to Atlanta can be 
amortized. If we can do that, we 
have a good chance of getting the 
necessary funds to proceed. __

Fast-moving, developments -yes- 
terday caused Gov. Arnall to de- 
stroy a speech he had prepared for 
the general assembly today. He 
worked late last night rewriting 
the speech. 

Gov. Arnall, who has taken no 
sides in the “draft” move, confer- 
red yesterday with Speaker Roy 
Harris, who is fighting the pro- 
posal to lift the ban on a governor 
serving consecutive terms. Rep. 
Ben Fortson Jr., of Wilkes county, 
author of the amendment, had a 
lengthy talk with Harris Sunday. 

Later yesterday, Harris support- 
ers were telephoning solons sug- 
gesting that “a greater emergency 
exists in your business at home 
than exists in the state capitol.” 
Members of both the Harris and 
Fortson, faction believed some 
solons might stay at home to avoid 
a showdown. 

FORTSON WARNING 

“We shall view any absentee as 
an enemy of the amendment,” 
Fortson warned, “since no vote is 
in reality a vote against the 
amendment.” 

It takes two-thirds of the mem- 
bership of both houses to pass a 
constitutional amendment. This 
means 137 representatives and 35 
senators. 

Rep. Walter Harrison, of Jen- 
kins, said the opposition to the 
amendment will crumble when the 
legislators “hear from the people 
back home today.” He predicted 
an overwhelming victory. 

Most legislators believe the ses- 
sion will last three days. 

What Gov. Arnall will say on 
the possibility of his serving anoth- 
er term, himself, today was still a 
matter of wide dispute. Sen. John 
Mavity, of Rossville, author of the 
senate amendment, predicted Ar- 
nall “will go further than most 
people think he will.” Sen. Homer 
Causey, of Alma, was of the opin- 
ion Arnall would publicly pledge 
today to serve another term if the 
legislature and people pass the 
amendment. A similar view was 
held by Sen. Guy Stone, of Glen- 
wood, and by Rep. Fortson. 
HARRISON VIEW 

Rep. Harrison did not believe 
Arnall woulu commit himself on 
being a caudidate until after the 
people have spoken Aug. 7. Rep. 
Frank Hatchett, of Meriwether 
county, opponent of the amend- 
ment, said it did not matter wheth- 
er a person “said in so many 
words whether he would be a can- 
didate.” 

Rep, J. W. Culpepper, of Fay- 
ette county, said if the limit is to 
be taken off a governor’s terms, 
it would be better to do it with a 
two-year term instead of a four- 
year term. 

Sen. Rebecca Rainey, of Daw- 
son, said she thought no “emer- 
gency” existed to cause the spe- 
cial session. 

Speaker Harris renewed his pre- 
diction that the amendment would 
be defeated. Senate President 
Frank Gross again expressed op- 
position to it.

Japanese Attack American Hospital 
In Celebration of Hirohito's Birthday

ON THE VILLA VERDE TRAIL 
IN NORTHERN LUZON, May 28. 
(NANA)—tThis is the kind of 
story that makes you mad, and it 
made a lot of our troops fighting 
mad. Before the day was done 
the Nips on our front had paid 
heavily for this atrocity. 

For at 6:30 a. m. on Emperor 
Hirohito’s birthday the Nips cele- 
brated their national holiday with 
a sneak attack on the Red Arrow 
Division’s hospital on the Villa 
Verde trail. 

They sneaked in two Nambu 
machine guns on the ridge over- 
looking the hospital, which lies in 
a little gully just off the trail, be- 
side a cold water mountain stream. 

The machine guns sprayed the 
hospital’s patient-ward tents and

He told newsmen here that the 
sites of the trials had not been se- 
lected, nor the manner of carry- 
ing out the death sentences. 


“The formation of such a body

cannot fix an exact date for com- 
mencement of these trials,” said 
the American representative. 


“As to the United Stctes, how- 
ever, we are proceeding with the 
preparation of our part of the in- 
ternational case, and that has been 
largely my mission here.” 

Jackson emphasized that the de- 
lay pertained only to the trials of 
prominent Nazis. German soldiers 
who were involved in battlefield 
atrocities against Americans, such 
eas the massacre at Malmedy in 
Belgium, face swift justice in a 
matter of weeks, he said.

Egypt Offers 
Support in 
Levant Row 


CAIRO, May 28.—(INS)—Pre- 


mier Mokrashy Pasha, of Egypt, 
told the senate tonight that his 
government has offered its full 
support to Syria and Lebanon in 
their dispute with France. 

A Reuter dispatch said the pre- 
mier declared the council of the 
powerful Arab League, meeting 
one June 4, would “take all meas- 
ures foreseen under article two 
of the covenant in case of aggres- 
sion against a member.” 


Earlier in the day, the Egyptian | 


premier handed Jean’ Lescuyer, 
French minister in Cairo, a note 
concerning the dispute with the 
two Levantine states. -The con- 
tents were not divulged. 

Both men later conferred with 
Abdul Bey, secretary — of 
the Arab League. 

FAROUK INTERVENES. 

While reports of continued scat- 
tered fighting reached Cairo from 
Syria and Lebanon, King Farouk, 
of Egypt, was said unofficially to 
have offered his “mediation” in 
the dispute. 

Egypt is a member of the 
powerful Arab League, which has 
indicated its intention to inter- 
vene. Such a move is regarded 
with concern by British quarters 
who fear it would spread the con- 
troversy. The league’s council is 
to meet this week to seek a 
“peaceful” solution. 

Although a Reuter dispatch from 
Damascus, Syria, said it is “be- 
lieved a solution is on the way,” 
the situation remained tense in 
both Levant countries and there 
were scattered reports of con- 
tinued clashes. 

In Washington, Acting Secretary | 
of State Joseph C. Grew. disclosed | 
the United States is taking a hand | 
in the dispute, seeking a peaceful 
solution. 
Syria and Lebanon are independ- 
ent and no longer under French 
mandate. 

APPEALS TO ’FRISCO 

In Bierut, Foreign Minister 
Henry Pharaon appealed to the 
great powers at the San Francisco 
Conference for assurances that the 
Atlantic Charter would be applied 
to Syria and Lebanon. 

Coincidentally, the Lebanon gov- 
ernment announced recruiting for 
a new national army. 

“Intermittent shooting” was re- 
ported in Aleppo. Damascus wore 
the look of a battle zone, with 
Syrian and French public build- 
ings guarded by armed troops and 
protected by sandbags. All the 
bazars were shut. 

A Cairo broadcast heard today 
in London charged that French 
troops had opened fire in Aleppo, 
killing six Syrians and wounding 
eight. 

“By night,” a dispatch said, “the 
quiet is often broken by bursts of 
machinegun fire or explosions of 
hand grenades.” 

Individual attacks were report- 
ed to have been criticized by the 
Syrian government. 

SEEK FULL INDEPENDENCE 

Echoing official statements from 
Paris, Gen. Etienne Beynet told 
newsmen in Beirut that the Syrian 
and Lebanese governments had 
used the arrival of a small French 
“relief” detachment as a pretext 
for breaking off independence ne- 
gotiations with him. 

Both Levant nations seek full in- 
dependence. France demands the 
right to retain key bases within 
them. 

Beynet said the controversy re- 
sulted from a “misunderstanding.” 
He said the French troops which 
reached Beirut did not total more 
than 500. 

The general expressed hope that 
the “misunderstanding” could be 
ironed out and the negotiations re- 
sumed.

Italians, Slavs 
Swap shots 
East of Udine 


ROME, May 28. — (UP) — An 
American sentry was wounded in 
an attack by unidentified assail- 
ants last night near Gorizia, north | 
of Trieste, a United Press Trieste 
dispatch said today, and Italian 
sources there reported an ex- 
change of gunfire between Yugo- 
slavs and Italian partisans east 
of Udine. 

The sentry, whose name was 
not given, suffered a bullet wound 
in the ankle, the dispatch Said. 

Officers of the anti-Yugoslav 
Osotto Italian partisans reported 
that shots had been exchanged be- 
tween partisans end Yugoslavs at 
Podresca, 16 miles east of Udine. 
American officers were investigat- 
ing the reports, Trieste dispatches 
said. 

There were no reports of “in- 
cidents” between Yugoslav troops 
and forces of the British Eighth 
Army or Americans now occupy- 
ing the Trieste area and Venezia 
Giulia, extending northward 
toward the Austrian border. 

Dispatches from the Eighth 
Army front said that a senior of- 
ficer of the Allied military gov- 
ernment for Austria had described 
as preposterous charges broadcast 
by the Yugoslavs that Slovenes in 
Austria were being mistreated. 

This officer said that no formal 
complaints of mistreatment had 
been lodged with the AMG. He 
said that the AMG’s avowed pol- 
icy of granting equal treatment to 
all persons in any area beneath 
its jurisdiction should preclude 
any discrimination. 

J. Smodlaka, head of the Jugo- 
slav delegation to the Mediter- 
ranean Advisory Commission, said 
today that Marshal Tito’s Yugo- 
slav military mission in Rome 
would leave for home within the 
next few day. He refused to say 
whether the mission’s departure 
was corinected with Trieste. He 
said merely that the mission’s task 
was finished, 

Informed quarters said negotia- 
tions were proceeding in a concilia- 
tory atmosphere between Marshal 
Tito and Field Marshal Sir Harold 
Alexa..cer’s headquarters for a so- 
lution of the Trieste situation.

Tennessee River 
CanalProjectSaid 
Self-Liquidating 


MOBILE, Ala., May 28.—(4)— 
Advocates of the proposed $66,- 
000,000 Tennessee-Tombigbee wa- 
terway today urged immediate 
postwar completion of the project 
with the assertion that it would 
be self-liquidating on the basis of 
existing traffic and “would not 
cost the taxpayers a cent.” 

The project would involve dig- 
ging a 20-mile canal to link the 
two rivers. 

Voluminous evidence was enter- 
ed before the U. S. Army board 
of engineers for rivers and har- 


bors by representatives from Mo- 


bile, Sheffield, Florence and Tus- 
cumbia, Ala.; Evansville, Ind., 


and other interested cities. 


Opposition came from Cairo, 
Ill.. whose mayor and the Associa- 
tion of “ommerce declared that 


the new waterway would “merely 


compete with existing water- 
ways.” - 

Further opposition was expect- 
ed from lower Mississippi river 
cities and groups later in the hear- 
ing. 

Rep. Frank W. Boykin, of Mo- 
bile, a member of the house rivers 
and harbors committee, outlined 
the mileage savings to the Gulf of 
Mexico from points on the Ohio, 
Cumberland and Tennessee riv- 
ers showing savings of more than 
200 miles from the two first nam- 
ed, and of more than 600 miles 
from ports on the Tennessee. 

J. D. Beeler, vice president and 
general manager of Commercial 
Barge Lines, Evansville, Ind., esti- 
mated the two-year savings to his 
customers on the basis of freight 
actually carried in 1940 and 1941 
at $688,000. He said his concern 
also would use the “slack water” 
route provided by the Tennessee- 
Tombigbee system for return trips 
on barges sent down the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers and the inter- 
coastal canal into Texas.

MORE GAS ON WAY 
Tightening 
Of Traitic 
Laws Asked 


CHICAGO, May 28.—(4)—More 
rigid observance and enforcement 
of traffic laws was recommended 
by the National Safety Council 
today to offset a rise in accidents 
that can be expected from in- 
creased gasoline rations, effective 
June 22, 

Even before V-E Day, the coun- 
cil said, the nation’s traffic toll 
was climbing. 

Deaths climbed three per cent 
in April over a year ago for a 
total of 1,800 after having risen 
three per cent in March, But even 
with these increases, the toll for 
the first four months of the year 
was four per cent below the same 
period last year because traffic 
deaths declined in January and 
February. 

Part of the current rise can be 
blamed on more mileage, the coun- 
cil said, because mileage advanced 
four per cent the first three 
months of the year over the same 
period last year. 

Reports of 422 cities for April 
indicate a decrease of three per 
cent in urban deaths compared 
with 1944, -while the four-month 
period showed a decrease of seven 
per cent. 

The largest city with a perfect 
record of no traffic deaths for 
April was Providence, R. I., pop 
ulation 253,000. Omaha, Neb., 
was the second largest and Salt 
Lake City, Utah, the third,

Beyond doubt the most significant bat- 
tle news of the day is that of the victories 
won by the Chinese in South China. By 
their recapture of Nanning and Pingyiang, 
60 miles apart, the Chinese threaten com- 
plete severance of the enemy’s communi- 
cations corridor with Indo-China, Malaya, 
Thailand and Burma. So decisive was this 
victory that some observers see in it indi- 
cation the Japanese may have decided to 
withdraw their troops from South China, 
although this would mean abandonment 
of their forces in the named occupied 


lands. 


There is, perhaps, added significance 
. in the fact the Chinese troops who scored 
the victories were neither trained nor 
equipped by the United States or other 
ally. 


\ 


This unexpected victory, whatever im- 
mediate cause lies behind it, may well be 
of supreme importance when the time 
comes for launchng the all-out Allied as- 
sault against Japan. The Chinese, if they 
continue their advance, may link up with 
those which captured Foochow and a 
sizable stretch of the Chinese coastline. 
Such an area, freed of the enemy, would 
make an ideal base for air and amphib- 
ious attacks on the main islands of Japan 
proper. 


Considered in conjunction with other 
straws in the wind, the Chinese sucesses 
may, too, indicate disintegration of the 
Japanese will to fight and a possible early 
capitulation. Which may be wishful think- 
ing, but nevertheless is thinking based 
upon more than imaginary foundation.

Quimby Melton, editor of the Griffin

It is, or should be, the right of the voter 
who sends a representative or senator 
to Washington to know how his congress- 
man voted on any issue. The member of 
congress is, in fact, but a deputy for the 
voters of his district or state and is direct- 
ly responsible to them. That responsibility 
cannot possibly be fulfilled when there is 


no recorded vote by which the voter may 
ascertain how his representative acted on 
vital issues of the day. 


Against the proposal it will be argued 
that it would require much additional time 
by the congress, would be cumbersome 
and, in some instances, unnecessary. To 
all of which it may be replied that the 
advantages far offset any such incon- 
veniences. 


For, supreme advantage of all, the con- 
gressman who knows his vote is on rec- 
ord, for any who will to see, will be more 
conscientious in the performance of his 
duty and less apt to cast votes he cannot 
properly explain to his constituents. In 
short, the recorded vote is a check and a 
moral restraint on congress, something 
much to be desired.

Aren't the Real Show 


A good many Americans wonder, sincerely, 

at. the suspicious nature of the Russians. Their 

‘ wonder grows out of a perfectly natural, if 

naive, position that we all fought the war together and won it, so 
why can’t everything be sweetness and light? 


There is ample historical background to justify Russian suspicion 
of all other nations. There now has been revealed another, and 
a later, reason. 


Herbert Elliston, speaking for himself as associate editor and 
his editor and publisher, Eugene Meyer (Washington Post), said 
that State Department sponsorship of Argentine admittance at San 
Francisco was a deliberate breach of faith with Russia, was coun- 
ter to a pledge made at Yalta and was proposed by the United 
States suddenly and without consultation with the Soviet repre- 
sentatives. 


Publisher Meyer said not a word written, in an editorial con- 
demning the move, needs to be withdrawn. 


It was obvious at the time that by our “show-down” diplomacy 
we let the Russians see we had the votes and, furthermore, we had 
our show-down on a basis which solidified the votes in blocs. So, 
the Russians, properly suspicious, cooled a bit but stuck. 


They will continue to stick, barring some preposterous blunder 
or affront, because Russia needs peace as badly as any other nation 
at war and wants it as badly. 


We cannot escape the play of power politics. England and Russia 
both are interested in certain phases of the Mediterranean sector 
and that play is interesting. What we can hope to escape is blun- 
dering such as Editors Meyer and Elliston charge in the case of 
Nazi-supporting Argentina’s admission and the method of it.

But, just as plainly, it is evident the three great powers, the 
United States, Britain and Russia, cannot evade the great respon- 
sibility of the future. Only by their unity of effort can there be 
a peace. 


If they can build at San Francisco a flexible, loosely-tied organ- 
ization to deal with the problems of the peace that is yet to be 
made, they will have done a great job. The tightening up, the 


reinforcements, must come later. 
Chaos It is obvious there is not a general understanding of what 
a chaotic, miserable, strife-ridden region all of Europe is. 
There will be more chaos. It is by no means ended. There will 
be the absolutely inevitable blood-lettings. In ancient Damascus, 
along the road to which the scales fell from the eyes of Saul, there 
is fighting and war in which Syrians, fired by the promise of free- 
dom, oppose the effort of the French to take them over. 


We, in case you are interested, are pledged to give Syria her 
liberty. There will be a general uprising in the whole of the 
Levantine states if the French are permitted to reoccupy the country. 


Here, before the machinery is built at San Francisco, is an 
embarrassing little war. 
In Italy, in France itself, in the Balkans, there will be more 


of these outbursts as the contending forces fight it out in the 
political arena and in the barricades of the streets. 


And not a one of these little countries will understand if we, 
who have stood for liberty and freedom, oppose them.

Twenty Oil Pipelines 
And Victory Gasoline 


If, as has been stated, destruction of German 
sources of oil, both natural and synthetic, was 
one of the chief factors in bringing Allied vic- 
That is, the constant 
flow of gasoline for Allied air forces and ground troops must have 
been a chief contributor to our ability to take advantage of the 
enemy’s immobilization. Certainly, without the gasoline to supply 
the motive power, neither our air forces in Europe nor our motor- 
ized armies could have moved at one-tenth the speed achieved. 


End of.the war has made possible revelation of many remark- 
able stories which had to be kept secret while the fighting con: 
tinued. Not the least remarkable is the story of “Operation Pluto,” 
the laying and operation of 20 oil pipelines under the English chan 
nel, constantly carrying the precious gasoline to where it was 
needed. From Aug. 12, 1944, to May 8, 1945, 120,000,000 gallons 
of gasoline reached the American and British armies via the under- 
channel pipeline system. Today a million gallons daily are being 
pumped into France. 


Sixteen of the 20 three-inch pipes run from Dungeness to Bou- 
logne, and four from the Isle of Wight to Cherbourg. Other lines 
carry it thence to the Rhine. 


It was Lord Mountbatten, then head of 
Mountbatten Idea combined operations, who first suggested 
such a pipeline, asking if it was a feasible idea. Many experts were 
doubtful, but A. C. Hartley, chief engineer of the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Company, believed a pipeline something like a submarine elec- 
tric cable, but without cores and insulation, could be laid across 
the channel, in a few hours’ time, from cable-laying ships. 


No need to go into details technically, but a British company 
first made several hundred yards of such line. It was laid in the 
Thames river, as an experiment, from a cable ship lent by the 
British post office. The experiment was a success. Next step was 
to make two 30-mile lengths of the hollow cable. This was laid 
across the Bristol channel. This, too, succeeded. One trouble solved, 
by the way, was a tendency for the hollow cable to kink, thus stop- 
ping the oil flow. This was solved by keeping the cables fitled 
with watér during the laying operation. The technical name of 
this type of pipeline was Hais. 


However, a couple of other British experts had, 
Another Type meanwhile, dreamed up another idea. They are 
B. J. Ellis, chief oil fields engineer of the Burma Oil Company, and 
H. A. Hammick, chief engineer of the Iraq Petroleum Company. 
Their pipe was of steel, three-inch size, made in 20-foot lengths 
which could be welded automatically into any total length desired. 
They called their pipe Hamel. 


To use this type pipe, the director of naval construction of the 
British admiralty designed a special craft with a great drum, or 
wheel, rotating on trunnions on her deck and capable of carrying 
many miles of the Hamel pipe and paying it out into the sea. 


A special factory for making this pipe and welding it into 4,000- 
foot lengths was working in a few months at Tilbury. They had 
storage facilities for 350 miles. Soon afterwards a duplicate factory 
was started, just in case the first should be bombed. 


: A special naval force, manned by merchant sea- 
Special Force men numbering 100 officers and 1,000 men, 
was created, with its main base at Southampton. It had ships of 
all sizes from 10,000-tonners down, for the transportation and laying 
of the pipes. 


New land pipelines were laid to carry the gasoline to the coast. 
High-pressure pumping stations, camouflaged to look like blitzed 
houses, an old fort, seaside homes, etc., etc., were built. 


After mines had been swept out of the sea approaches to the 
Cherbourg peninsula, the laying of the pipelines began. In 10 hours 
the four lines from the Isle of Wight to Cherbourg were laid and 
began pumping gasoline to the United States armies in that area. 


As soon as Boulogne was captured, lines were maid from Dunge- 
ness to that point in five hours. Ultimately there were 16 pipe- 
lines there. These, at first, took gasofine to the British 2lst army 
group, later supplied American armies as well. 

As we advanced from the coast, the pipelines were extended, keep- 
ing the flow of gasoline going right up to the front operational 
areas. Pumping stations on the French coast kept up the pressure. 

Without those oil pipelines, in all probability, the story—maybe 
the outcome—of the war in Europe would have been far different.

Tariff Act Stand 
Republican Blunder 


WASHINGTON—The Republicans are mak- 

ing one of their usual blundering mistakes in 

| waging a vigorous fight against extension of the 

11-year-old reciprocal trade agreement act, which has worked 
so successfully during the past decade. 

Outwardly it would seem that the party has become so indoc- 
trinated with the high tariff protectionist policy of former Repub- 
lican administrations its leaders are no longer capable of adjusting 
themselves to the changed condition of the times. 

In no other way can it be explained why house Republicans 
should have gone to the limits they did in opposing extension of 
the act when so many important elements in our population and 
business life are supporting it. . 

The principle of the extension bill, now pending in the senate, 
has been indorsed by more than 1,300 leading economists of the 
country, as well as by the largest national labor, farm and business 
organizations. These include the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, the CIO, and the American Farm Bureau Federation, among 
others. 

Ordinarily support of an economic measure from these sources 
would be sufficient within itself to commend it to the Republican 
party which has made a habit of catering to the business interests 
of the country. But here is a case where the GOP leadership is 
unwilling to go along with its ancient business moorings. 


: It is a sign that the party is becoming moribund 
No Foresight and lacking in foresightedness. Its leaders have 
been only too willing to disregard the warning of men like Under- 
secretary of State Grew that the fate of the trade agreements ex- 
tension bill might well tilt the whole international balance one way 
or another because of the important relationship it has to world 
postwar economy. 

To appreciate this relationship it is necessary to go back to the 
causes which brought about the trade agreement act at the be 
ginning of the first Roosevelt administration. The Republicans un- 
der the ‘previous Hoover administration had passed the Hawley- 
Smooth tariff act, providing the highest degree of protection ever 
given American industries. 

The effect of the new tariff levies was to build a wall around 
the American market, making it practically impossible for foreign 
products to be imported in competition. 

Throughout the world there was an immediate reaction. Coun- 
tries which had been among our best customers retaliated by laying 
down embargoes against our products. Instead of throwing up tariff 
barriers of their own, they simply put goods from the United States 
on a quota basis. We were allowed to sell only so many automo- 
biles, radios and other products within their boundaries, regardless 
of cost. 

To overcome that stagnation in world trade, brought about 
almost entirely by Republican high protectionist policies, the Roose- 
velt administration, under the guidance of former Secretary of 
State Hull, inaugurated the reciprocal trade agreements. 

We negotiated trade agreements with the 
Works Both Ways various individual countries for a reason- 
able exchange of goods between the two countries, with power given 
the State Department to reduce the old Hawley-Smoot tariff levies 
by 50 per cent on goods covered in the exchange. : 

That policy has served to bring our foreign trade back to some- 
thing approaching normal. It will be necessary to continue a policy 
of the kind after the war, if the markets of the world are to be 
permitted to enjoy a free flow of goods. 

The United States is the most highly developed market in the 
world. We consume more goods per capita here than any other 
nation of the world. If we close this market to foreign producers, 
it is only natural that resentment will cause them to resort to the 
embargo or quota system to close their markets to our products. 

Reciprocity is the only answer to such a stalemate. And that 
is the keynote of the trade agreement policy. 

Why the Republicans should be so shortsighted as to oppose a 
continuance of the system is difficult to explain. It tends to brand 
them as economic isolationists at a time when world co-operation 
is becoming a greater need than ever. 

The record the party is building up on the score will do it no 
good in future national elections.

SALZBURG, Western Austria.—Microcosm is what we will be 
up against if we do not come to terms with the Soviets regarding 
joint occupation and combined policies in both this country and 


Germany. | 
A few days ago the Renner gov- 
ernment in Vienna proclaimed 


Austrian independence from the 
Reich. Austria, before incorpora- 
tion with the Reich, was a small 
federated country with a popula- 
tion of 7,000,000 and with its big 
capital at Vienna, The capital was 
strongly Marxian and Social Dem- 
ocratic and was constantly at log- 
ger-heads with the conservative 
Catholic countryside. Without re- 
uniting the capital and the coun- 
try there can be no independent 
Austria. 

Hitler managed a more com- 
plete merging of Germany and 
Austria than was possible else- 
where. There was a powerful Aus- 
trian Nazi movement with its 
stronghold in the western terri- 
tories adjoining Germany. With 
Salzburg and its surroundings in- 
cluded in the last Nazi stand in 
this area, one cannot be two hours 
in Salzburg without realizing that 
the job of sorting out the Reich 
Germans from the Austrians 
would be prodigious and that 
Vienna, where the Russians alone 
are in charge, never did attract 
the country districts which are the 
most anti-Nazi part of Austria. 
Vienna is the most anti-Russian 
and pro-Nazi part that is in the 
Allies’ hands.

NEW YORK—An occasion, 
called National Maritime Day, 
was celebrated here last week. 
Joseph Curran, the president of 
the National Maritime Union of 
the CIO, which has followed the 
Communist party line, was given 
an opportunity to make propa- 
ganda for his group. 


Curran has gone to sea only 
once during this war. That voy- 
age was a peaceful vacation 
cruise in fair weather and in safe 
waters. He was eligible for the 
draft but was excused on the 
ground that his union was per- 
forming a necessary service in 
manning the merchant ships. 

A government agency, the U. S. 
Maritime Commission, was paid 
to do this work. But the fact is 
that the Roosevelt government 
loaded this agency with pro-Com- 
munist appointees who allowed 
the union to control the manning 
of the ships and to rule the 
American merchant marine. 

At one time, the union tried 
to displace the naval gun crews 
assigned to the cargo vessels. For 
a long while, until young Amer- 
ican landsmen entered the mer- 
chant service in large numbers, 
the union wag occupied with the 
embarrassing business of cover- 
ing up drunkenness, ship-jumping, 
draft-dodging, indiscipline / and 
theft and the systematic heckling 
of enlisted naval sailors by hos- 
tile merchant men of the old 


school, 

Throughout the alliance be- 
tween Stalin and Hitler which 
ended in June, 1941, Curran was 
active in many demonstrations of 
the Communist front, whose pur- 
pose was to defeat conscription 
and all other preparations for 
probable war. 

Since the attack on Russia, 
however, and during that ensu- 
ing six months’ period when the 
United States remained, in a 
manner of speaking, neutral, Cur- 
ran and his union have been ex- 
tremely aggressive anti-Fascists 
and have boasted that there have 
been no strikes within their ju- 
risdiction. Moreover, their ex- 
pressions of loyalty to Franklin 
D, Roosevelt and their opposition 
to all who doubted the wisdom of 
many of his actions or policies 
have been strangely ferocious by 
contrast with their earlier atti- 
tude, 

Curran was not always thus. 

In 1933, the American League 
Against War and Fascism, with 
which Curran was associated, is- 
sued a publication called “Fight.” 
One essay said, in part, “Hey, 
there, big boy, Uncle Sam wants 
you for ‘the next war.’” 

As time passed and the Com- 
munist line shifted, Curran 
bobbed up in the American Peace 
Mobilization, which picketed the 
White House with placards damn- 
ing Roosevelt as a wdr-monger 
and Wall Street stooge, but dis- 
solved the day after Hitler at- 
tacked Russia. In this period, 
the Communists were telling their 
story in doggerel songs improved 
for a troupe known as the Alma- 
nac Singers, who later were em- 
ployed by the Office of War In- 
formation to provide “patriotic” 
entertainment. 

One of meir songs was “Plow 
Under Every Fourth American 
Boy” and another ran: 


“Oh, Franklin Roosevelt told the 
people how he felt. 
We damn near believed what 
he said. 
He said ‘I hate war’ and so does 
Eleanor, 
But we won't be safe till ev- 
erybody’s dead.” 


A manifesto to “all friends of 
peace and liberty” issued on April 
5, 1941, and signed by Curran, 
among others, declared that ‘“‘this 


is not a war to wipe out the evils 
of Hitlerism. 
the pockets of the corporate in-) 
terests at the expense of the peo- 
ples of the world.” 

In the earlier phases of the 
Communist penetration of the 
American merchant service, Com- 
munist propagandists’ diligently 
schooled the sailors in the muti- 
nies at Kiel and Kronstadt, re- 
minding them that the revolu- 
tions against the Czar and the 
Kaiser were started by men of 
the sea and suggesting a like 
course for American sailormen. 
Russia was not a strong maritime 
or naval nation so the program 
called for complete domination 
by the Communists of the Amer- 
ican merchant vessels and the es- 
tablishment of Communist cells 
on the warships of the Navy. 
Thus, Russia could take them 
over. The proposal that the loyal 
naval men serving the anti-sub- 
marine guns on the merchant ves- 
sels, under oath, be relieved and 
that the guns and ammunition be 
turned over to union sailors fol- 
lowed in due course. 

In the early days of American 
participation, the naval gun 
crews repeatedly and bitterly 
complained of ridicule by mer- 
chant sailors, many of them for- 
eign born, who called the Amer- 
ican naval uniform a monkey 
suit. At that time the merchant 
sailors got $250 for each port 
they touched in the war zones in 
addition to their pay and other 
bonuses. An illiterate Caribbean 
collect more 
pay for a cruise than a full com- 
mander of the Navy for a like 
period under equally dangerous 
conditions. 

The oath of Curran’s union 
calls for loyalty to the union and 
the labor cause but not to the 
United States and restrictions are 
such that the majority of young 
Americans recruited for service 
in the merchant marine cannot be 
elected to union office.

Some important committee 
leaders have previously been 
identified here. Some of them 
were men in chemicals and steel.

Aluminum, Ltd. The last had an 
inter-relationship with the Alumi- 
num Company of America, which 
has been declared a monopoly in 
this country by the supreme court.

Bunker, who recently left a top 
post in WPB. A member of the 
committee is Arthur P. Hall, who 
has been chief Washington repre- 
sentative, or lobbyist, for the 
Aluminum Company of America 
for several years. 


Mr. Bunker was head of the 
Aluminum branch both of OPM 
and its predecessor, WPB, which 
were criticized in congress for 
favoring the Aluminum Company 
of America in production expan- 
sion contracts and allotting too 
little to newcomers. Mr. Bunker 
went to OPM in June, 1941. That 
month the Truman committee ac- 
cused OPM of relying too heavily 
on Alcoa and now assisting new 
production, 


While Mr. Bunker could not be 
charged with responsibility for 
OPM policy then, he was respon- 
sible later. Despite the Truman 
committee's criticism, the Alumi- 
num Company got all additional 
production in the first of two big 
expansion programs in the follow- 
ing July, except for one small 
plant in Tacoma, Wash., and all of 
a — expansion in February, 
1942.

Michael Deustch, who has been 
in WPB, is head of the com- 
ponents committee, which will 
deal with parts. For many years 
before the war he was with 
Sofia (Societe Financiers de 
Transports et d’Enterprises In- 
dustrilles), a huge public utility 
holding company founded in 
Brussels in 1928, registered now 
in Panama, with its books in 
Cuba, its managerial offices in 
New York and its technical staff 
in Lisbon. 

The TID committees, of which 
there are 27, are set up under 
Foreign Economic Administration 
(FEA). 

FEA officials say that the indus- 
trialists were selected to head or 
work with TID committees be- 
cause of their “know-how,” that 
the object was to draw people 
from industry with knowledge 
about the subjects dealt with, as 
well as economists and people 
from the government, in order to 
get a well-rounded picture. 

These committees, they pointed 
out, further, are advisory, with 
their recommendations which cov- 
er “policies and administrative 
procedure relating to the postwar 
treatment of German industry 
from the standpoint of interna- 
tional security.” 

There are 24 committees relat- 
ing to separate industries, on most 
of which -here is industrial rep- 
resentation. These, it is explain- 
ed, are not supposed to deal with 
the problem of cartels, which is 
the special concern of three other 
committees made up exclusively 
of FEA personnel, with no repre- 
sentation from industry.

So far there has been no act 
of direct defiance on either side 
but there is no mistaking that 
Hillman’s relationship with the 
White House has undergone a 
gieat change.

Schwellenbach as secretary of la- 
bor. Forty-eight hours before this 
selection" was announced Murray 
called on the President, but Mur- 
ray confessed later that the sec- 
retaryship of labor was not even 
so much as mentioned between 
them. « 


While spokesmen for the AFL 
and Railroad Brotherhoods have 
been almost lyrical in their praise 
of Schwellenbach, no like encomi- 
ums have been uttered by the CIO 
leaders. 

President Truman’s failure to 
clear this yoyo with either 
Sidney or Philip might be sutf- 
ficient to explain the CIO silence, 
but there are two other implica- 
tions that may have prompted it. 


First, Schwellenbach, during all 
o* his political career in the state 
of Washington, has worked hand 
in glove with Dave Beck, chief of 
the AFL teamsters on the Pacific 
coast and bitter antagonist of Har- 
ry Bridges and the other CIO 
leaders in that region. 

Beck in turn hooks in closely 
with Daniel J. Tobin, internation- 
al president of the Teamsters’ Un- 
ion, who split the labor-union vote 
in the Demecratic national con- 
vention last’ summer in favor of 
Truman for vice president. Hill- 
man then was leading the fight 
for renomination of Henry A. 
Wallace but Tobin, a delegate 
from Indiana, first cast a compli- 
mentary vote for Paul V. McNutt 
and then went to Truman. 

Secondly, President Truman is 
believed to favor consolidation of 
the National Labor’ Relations 
Board into the Labor Department, 
a move long advocated by the 
AEL and as consistently opposed 
by the CIO. In connection with 
this, it is significant that the ex- 
emption of the NLRB from presi- 
denial reorganization authority, 
insisted on by congress in the case 
of President Roosevelt, is remov- 
ed from the bill now introduced 
to carry out Mr. Truman’s re- 
quest for power to reshuffle ad- 
ministrative agencies. 


Under the latter bill, in fact, the 
NLRB is the only quasi-judicial 
agency in the whole government 
that the President would be per- 
mitted to tamper with. 

The AFL all along has charged 
the NLRB with gross favoritism 
to the CIO and President William 
Green, in his statement praising 
the _Schwellenbach appointment, 
urged the administration to con- 
solidate all governmental func- 
tions related to labor in the eabi- 
net department.

Our French Relations Improve 


Relations between the French 
and American governments have 
been improving steadily during 
the last six weeks. President Tru- 
man’s public statement following 
the visit of French Foreign Min- 
ister George Bidault both recog- 
nized the trend and spurred it. 

In hailing France as a world 
power and welcoming her collabo- 
ration in world affairs, the Pres- 
ident did not inaugurate a new 
policy. But he went a long way 
toward allaying French skepticism 
about American policy toward 
France. 

This is one field in which he 
could speak more convincingly 
probably than President Roose- 
velt. For Truman had no personal 
association with our French pol- 
icy during the Petain regime and 


States. Back of this may be the 
feeling that the French-Russian 
pact is a dangerously narrow base 
for French foreign policy. The 
French may have begun to feel 
also that they are not strong 
enough to deal with Russia on 
equal terms on the European con- 
tinent, And this feeling may have 
been strengthened by the evident 
intention of the Soviets to spread 
their influence as far west as they 
can. 

It is evident also that there is 
only one country from which 
France can obtain the economic 
assistance which she presently 
needs. That was always evident. 
But some of the French politicians 
were slow to realize the import- 
ance of simple economic factors.

Roosevelt was a true friend of 
France. Or to put it from the 
viewpoint of our own national in- 
terest, he wanted to see France 
restored as a healthy nation and 
vigorous democracy.

This 
confidence inspired some of the 
actions which most annoyed De 
Gaulle.

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WPB Eases Rigid Limitations 
On Civilian Construction Activity 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—(AP)—The War Production Board tonight eased its rigid 


limitations on construction activity. 

The agency increased approximately fivefold the volume of civilian building activity 
which may be undertaken without special WPB permission. It did this by raising the 
dollar limitations on annual outlays for construction and alteration of homes, factories 


and business places.

The WPB amendment does not 
lift any of the restrictions which 
now govern the sale of lumber and 
building materials, but it does per- 
mit an owner to undertake five 
times as much construction, repair 
or alteration—if he can get the 
materials from his lumber yard— 
than was formerly permitted. 


Work on a one-family home or 
farmhouse, previously was limited 
to $200 a year; now the limit is 
$1,000. Similarly, a factory could 
undertake work up to $5,000; now 
the limit is $25,000. 


If materials are available, work 
may begin now on private dwell- 
ings up to an annual cost of

Stettinius Bluntly Warns 
Argentina in Radio Speech 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 28.—(#)—Secretary of State Stettinius 


chose for the United States tonight the role of mediator among the 


major nations, in a five-point declaration of 
climaxed a report on the United Nations Conf 


In an address punctuated by a 
blunt warning to Argentina to put 
democratic principles into prac- 
tice at home, Stettinius called 
sharply on Russia, Britain, France 
and China to join with the United 
States in reaching an early “com- 
mon understanding” on such vex- 
ing problems as the establishment 
of a new Polish government, 


In the speech the secretary laid 
down these tenets of a foreign pol- 
icy which, he said, must attain the 
strength and continuity that has 
been “so difficult to achieve in the 
past history of our country.”: 

1. The capping of final military 
victory with measures to prevent 
Germany and Japan from ever 
again waging war. 

“U. S, AS MEDIATOR” 


2. Extension of wartime “collab- 
oration and community of pur- 
pose,” with the United States serv- 
ing as mediator among the great 
powers when their interests con- 
flict. 

3. Application to world affairs 
of the principle of “fair dealing 
for all peoples and states, large 
and small.” 


4. Advancement of world-wide 
social and economic conditions 
which “create a climate for peace.” 

5. Realization that we Jive in a 
world where the sovereignty of 
even the most powerful nations is 
not absolute and “there is no such 
thing as complete freedom of de- 
cision for any nation.” 


Stettinius said the American 
delegation had been in daily com- 
munication with President Truman 
and that “his leadership has been 
essentia] to our progress.” 


VITAL PROBLEMS 


Touching on one of the United 
Nations conference’s most vital 
problems, Stettinius gave an 
American: interpretation of the 
Yalta voting agreement reached 
by President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and Premier 
Stalin.

Reviewing the events of the con- 
ference, Stettinius said that, in sup- 
porting Argentina’s admission, the 
United States did not give a “blan- 
ket indorsement of policies” of the 
Buenos Aires government. 

With many, he said, this gov- 
ernment has “no sympathy”. And 
the secretary added that Argen- 
tina is expected “to carry out ef: 
fectively” the democratic and 


peaceful policies of Pan-American} 


co-operation written at Mexico 
City in the Act of Chapultepec. 
He added: 

“We consider that her admis- 
sion to the San Francisco confer- 
ence increases her obligation to 
do so. We expect the Argentine 
nation to see that this obligation 
is fulfilled.” 

The Soviet and some other dele- 
gations had opposed Argentina’s 
admission on the ground that her 
domestic and foreign policies had 
been pro-Nazi. 

Turning to the Polish sityation, 
Stettinius said it was a matter of 
deep regret to the United States 
that the Polish people were not 
represented here. He cited the 
Yalta agreement, in saying that 
the Warsaw government should be 
reorganized on a broader demo- 
cratic basis, with the inclusion of 
democratic leaders from Poland, 
itself, and from Poles abroad. 

Stettinius termed “disappoint- 
ing” the Big Three negotiations on 
broadening the Polish government, 
which were broken off because of 
Moscow’s arrest of 16 underground 
leaders.

Truman, Hoover 
Hold Parley on 
Europes Relief 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—(UP) 
President Truman today dis- 
cussed with former Republican 
President Herbert Hoqgver the vast 
problém of feeding liberated Eu- 
rope’s hungry millions and also 
opened the White House doors to 
two former GOP presidential nom- 
inees—Alf M. Landon and Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey. 


Presidential Press Secretary 
Ross said that Mr. Truman and 
Mr. Hoover held “a very pleas- 
ant” 45-minute meeting and that 
“Mr. Hoover had some very con- 
structive ideas which the Presi- 
dent was happy to receive.” He 
did not know whether they would 
meet again or whether Mr. Tru- 
man planned to offer Mr. Hoover 
a post in connection with food and 
European relief. 


It was Mr. Hoover’s first visit 
to the White House since he re- 
linquished the presidency’ to 
Franklin D, Roosevelt on March 4, 
1933. He came here.at Mr. Tru- 
man’s invitation. 

Announcement that Landon and 
Dewey also have been invited to 
the White House was made by 
Ross while Mr. Truman and Mr. 
Hoover were conferring. Ross 
said Mr. Truman had sent letters 
inviting them “to drop in for a 
talk any time they might be in 
Washington.” 

No specific subjects for the 
talks with Landon and Dewey 
were mentioned and thus far the 
invitations have not been accept- 
ed. Ross said the letters were 
written on Mr, Truman’s own ini- 
tiative, as was also the case in the 
invitation to Mr. Hoover.

Truman Asks 
Out-of-Job Pay 
Act Extended 


* WASHINGTON, May 28.—(4)-~ 
President Truman asked congress 
today for a broad expansion of un- 
employment compensation, financ- 
ed with federal funds, as an 


emergency reconversion measure. 

Objections on the score of cost, 
and questions as to whether the 
states would stand for it, were 
raised immediately by congress- 
men. 

Asserting that “we may not 
have time available” to delay the 
issue pending a general revision 
of the social security laws, the 
President spoke of reconversion 
problems as “the present emer- 
gency.” 

Specifically he asked for: 

1. Maximum weekly payments 
of not less than $25. 

2. Coverage for “every eligible 
worker” for 26 weeks in any one 
year. : 

3. Extension of the protection 
to federal employes, maritime 
workers, and workers in small 
establishments. 

4. Federal appropriations to pay 
for the extra ts and the 
broader coverage. 

5. State administration. 

“I am confident,” Mr. Truman 
said in a mecsage to congress, 
“that with appropriate measures 
we can avoid large-scale and 
lengthy unemployment during the 
transition period. However, some 
temporary unemployment is wun- 
avoidable, particularly when total 
demobilization becomes possible. 
. . . We cannot shirk our obliga- 
tion to those temporarily unem- 
ployed through no fault of their 
own.” ; 

He said the government was in- 
curring a “moral obligation” in 
asking war production workers to 
remain on war jobs “which they 
ultimately must lose.”
